Shrewd as He Was, Fate and 
the Pinkertons Bested Him: 


Gossamer Threads of Clews That 
Led to Cables of Fact.

Fred Wittrock, a Chicago Coal Mer- 
chant, the Letter Writer. 


His Wife, W. W. Haight, La Kinney, Oscar 
Cook and Thomas Weaver His Acocom- 
plices—All the Parties Under Arrest— 
Leavenworth, Kan., Produces Most of 
Them—Warrants Issued To-Day in &t. 
Louis for the Men Arrested in Chicago— 
Maneger Weir Satisfied — Fart of the 
Money Recovered. 


The toes of a great sensation have been 
turned heavenward. 

Jim Oummings, the unique, the genial, jolly 
Jim isin custody, and his national romance 
has lapsed to an interesting story of crime. 

Two months to a day he had been a free, 
rich man—free in all buta haunting shadow. 
Now the game is up, and shrewdly as he 
planned—carefully as he executed, he will

with one Williams, a foreman for Crane Bros., 
and a thoroughly respectable man. Williams 
and his family told the operative that Haight 
had unexpectedly left October 27 for Florida, 
and that a day or two later Mrs. Haight had 
received a 
CONSIDERABLE SUM OF MONEY 

from her husband in a letter which said that 
he had good prospects in Florida and wouid 
go there at once, and that he had heard Mrs. 
Mast, Mrs. Haight’s mother, was quite sick in 
Leavenworth. The letter advised Mrs. Haight 
to go there at once. This letter was followed 
a little later bya telegram, which described 
Mrs. Mast’s condition as dangerous, and 
urged Mrs. Haight to go at once. Mrs. Haight 
thereupon packed up and left the same night. 
What attracted the Wiiliams’ attention was 
Mrs. Haight’s good spirits under these dis- 


striped suiting. 

How many honest men and women to-day 
are calling him a fool for being caught, telling 
what they would have done, left the country 
or hidden so securely no detective would ever

And Jim—we must stili call him by the old 
familiar name though it is now known to be a 
nom de plume—was caught. 

The Post: DIsPaTCH in its regular and extra 
editions of yesterday told the story of the ar- 
rests, but later than the publication of the 
last edition the brothers Pinkerton were in- 
duced to tell the entire story of the captures. 
It was a story of detective work as shrewdly, 

carefully done as any imaginary thread 
ollowing from the Drain of Gaboriaua. 

On the night of October 25 about Il o’glock 
Train Dispatcher John Burns of the 8t. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad received from the 
operator at St. Clair, a station fifty-two miles 
from St. Louis, a verbal message left with him 
by the conductor of passenger train No. 8, go- 
ing west, which had left 8t. Louis at 825 p. m., 

to the effect that the express car had been 
robbed, the messenger bound and 
gagged, and the robbers had escaped. 

train dispatcher immediately notified 


4 Fifth District Police Station, but nothing 


be done at this end ot the line, A dis- 
patch from the condugtor was received later 
giving scant details, and the messenger, Foth- 
eringham, telegraphed the Adams Express 
Oompany, giving no more particulars. 
At Springfelad he exchanged with an 
incoming messenger and returned to 
St. Louis, arriving on the morning of the 26th 
inst. The Post-DisraTcm of that day pre- 
sented to its readers the first detaile of the 
robbery printed, and on the day following 
printed the first interview obtained by any re- 
rter with Messenger Fotheringham. He 
da story then that has not as yet been dis- 
proven in a single particular. 

That story has been made familiar to the 
public by frequent repetitions, but the main 
facts were a tall, stout man with sandy mus- 
tache and low forehead had entered the ex- 
press car before the train left the Union 
Depot at St. Louls, and presented letters from 
Route Agent J. B. Barrett and Superintendent 
W. H. Damsel authorizing Fotheringham 
to take the man out and induct him 
into the work of handling express 
matter in the car. A short distance 
from the city the man suddenly assaulted and 
overpowered the messenger. Then he robbed 
thecar of valuable packages and $81,000 in 
money. The robber, who had previously in- 
formed the messenger his name was ‘‘Jim 
Cummings’’ and that he formerly belonged to 
the Jesse James gang, left the car at Pacific. 

On the 27th inst. Western Manager L. O. Weir 
ofthe Adams Express Company arrived at the 
Southern Hotel and took rooms that became 
the headquarters of the search for the robber. 
Robert Pinkerton came the day following with 
n number of operatives, and Fotheringham, 
who had been under guard before, was quar- 
tered at the hotel with a detective continually 
athieside. It was thought he was a party to 
the robbery and would squeal, but he 
dia not and hag not done so. He 
was about to be released from the 

egal restraint put upon by the detectives by 

corpus proceedings, when indictments 
were found ag tinst him, Jim Cummings’’ and 

‘Richard Roo. It was then believed that there 
were but two or possibly three persons im- 
plicated in the robbery beside the messenger. 
Later developments show that five persons 
were engaged in the scheme, though only one 
Was active asthe robber. That was Freder- 
ick Wittrock, a Chicago coal dealer, and the 
author of the Jim Cummings letter. 

The story of how the coal merchant was 
connected with the robbery was told by 
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tressing circumstances. It is to be remem- 
bered that up to this time the Haights bad 
been very poor, having only the bare necessa- 
ries of life. Haight was described as an idle, 
worthiess fellow, who would not stick to any 
employment. Part of the time he was in Chi- 
cago, he had driven a ple wagon; again, he 
bad driven a truck for the Brink Express 
Company, and at still another time he had 
driven a wagon for a coal and feed dealer, 
FRED WITTROCK, 
at the corner of Lake and Lincoln streets. 
For a few days, also, he had been similarly 
employed by Tom Weaver, whose wife kept a 
laundry at 733 West Lake street. It was 
learned that Wittrock, also, had come from 
Leavenworth. It was concluded to be inad- 
visable to question Wittrock in regard to 
Haight, for inquiry showed that Wittrock 
was out of the city, and on further in- 
quiry we were startied to find that his 
description exactly answered that furnished 
by Fotheringham of Jim Cummings. 
More cautious investigations developed 
the fact that Wittrock, accompanied by Tom 
Weaver, had left the city October 13 carrying 
two valises, a double-barreled shotgun and an 
army musket. Wittrock had said that they 
were going to Arkansas to look up some land 
and do some hunting. Weaver, we ascer- 
tained, had returned to Chicago, arriving 
here October 22. Wittrock was still absent. 
We got hold of some bills which Wittrock had 
rendered his customers for coal. and wood, 
and these were sent to 8t. Louis to de sub- 
mitted to an expert who was working on the 
JIM CUMMINGS LETTERS.’’ 

The first of these letters was sent to the 
Globe- Democrat and was written, it is said, to 
remove suspicion from Fotheringham. The 
story ot the robbery was told and, as proofs 
of the genuineness of the author, the deteo- 
tives were told to search along the bank of the 
Missoubi, a mile above St, Charles, and they 
would there find askiff in which the robber 
bad reached that point the night of 
the robbery, and there he bad left his layout 
**grubb,’’ cooking utensils and guns. Then, 
too, he had left a package in the St. Louis 
Unia Depot check-room marked with the 
initidie’**J.N.’’ Also there accompanied the 
lettef wrappers from about the money pack- 
ages stolen from the express car. 

There was much bravado in this letter, not 
only in its writing, but in the information it 
gave. When the reporters were on hot irons 
fearing to be scooped by their rivais, and 
emulated each other in the composition of won- 
derful stories that long since passed out of sight 
and recollection having less foundation than 
air-built castles, the Post-DisPaTon knowing 
the utter lack of facte at the Southern Hotel 
headquarters, said the detectives were wait- 
ing tor the robber or robbers to commit an 
error, to makea blunder, waiting for him to 
show himself an idiot. The error was made 
in the writing of the ‘‘Cummings’’ letter. 

Following up ite facts operatives learned 
that on October 1d two men bought stores at 
St. Charles that were found planted on the 
Missouri as the letter had indicated. The man 
was found who had sold the skiff which bore 
the name of Sandy. It was leaky and the owner 
helped the purchasers to repair it. The wérk 
was finished on the afternoon ofthe 15th and at 
20’clock the men got in and rowed up the 
river. They carried besides the stores a shot- 
gun and an army musket. From conversa- 
tions with all the persons in and about 8t. 
Charles who saw the two men, excellent de- 
scriptions were obtained of them, and the ds - 
scription of one

with the description of the robber furnished 
by Fotheringham. After the robbery, it was 
learned, on October 27, about noon one of the 
men had come down the river to St. Charies 
in another. skiff. He was seen by one of the 
men who sold him stores as the larger of the 
two that had appeared in 88. Charles on the 
l4th and 15th. There his trail was lost fora 
time. 

In the package checked at the St. Louis 
Union Depot bearing the initials ‘‘J. M.“ was 


found, beside the articles which were de- 


scribed in the letter, a ballad sheet on which 
the address ‘‘2108 Chestnut street“ was dis- 
covered. An operative went to the house, and 
it was found that a Mrs. Berry kept the house, 
letting rooms. She told the operative that on

Ie was learned that 
the label in question was the number given 
two valises received at the St. Louis office 
from St. Charles, October 15, one addressed to 
Ed Wiiliams and the other to W. Harmon. 
They gave as their address 2108 Olive street, 
the number of a vacant lot, but also the num- 
ber of Mrs. Berry’s house on Chestnut street. 
This was another link, though a small one. 

An expert who had been at work on the Cum- 
mings letters and the Wittrock coal bills said 
they were from the same hand, although the 
letters were written in back hand and the bills 
were ina running hand. At this point the story 
shifte to Leavenworth, Kan., where a female 
operative had learned all about Wittrock’s 
family there. His mother is an in- 
valid suffering from an accident that 
occurred a year ago. Two sisters 
are teachers in the High School and stand 
well. Wittrock had been wild but it was not 
thought he was crooked. He borrowed $1,700 
of his mother to go into the coal business in 
Chicago. A careful watch had been placed on 
Mrs. Haight, who with her child returned to 
live with Mrs. Mast. It was learned her hus- 
band was at Nashville and was getting his 
mall care of J. M. Williams, a hatter. Two 
operatives were sentto Nashville to shadow 
Haight. They found him in the roofing busi- 
ness, doing well and not extraordinarily — 

IN THE HATFUL OF CLEWS 

furnished the detectives gratuitously by 
police and busybodies was one 
that turned out to doe a good 
lead. Oscar Cook, a former Leavenworth 
boy, was living in Kansas City and had shown 
a great deal ot money. He had been an inti- 
mate friend of Wittrock’s, and the 
case had progressed 80 far to- 
ward proving Wittrock’s complicity 
that a close watch was put on Cook. He 
claimed he had won his money in a lottery. 
The shadow missed Cook occasionally and 
each time after he returned a Jim Cummings 
letter appeared in some paper. The shadow 
took beard with Mrs. Cox, Cook’s mother-in- 
law, and became his bosom friend. They 
gambled and drank together for weeks. 

Mrs. Berry’s daughter and son were taken 
to Chicago for the purpose of identifying 
Thomas Weaver, keeper of a laundry in Chi- 
cago. He was supposed to de the 
smalier man who occupied the Ber- 
ry back  parior. She was veiled 
to prevent recognition and passed the laundry, 
but could not see well enough through the 
voll. 80 she was placed in a cab, which was 
driven along the biock on which Weaver’s 
laundry was situated. The cab was kept 
in the vicinity until she had 
seen him several times and made sure that he 
wasthe man. That was about five weeks ago. 
All the Pinkertonian washing was diverted to 
the Weaver laundry and a close watch 
was kept upon him until Wittrock should 
return. Shadows had also deen kept 
upon the latter’s house until last Tuesday 
night when the detectives learned they were 
themselves being shadowed. They made 
the most of this discovery by shadow- 
ing their shadow. He was seen 
to enter Wittrock’s residence, No. 10 
Lincoln street, at II o’clock. He left in a 
few minutes, and soon after another man ap- 
peared, who walked in the shadow of the 
houses until he reached No. 10, then 
suddenly stepped into the house. This man 
was believed to be Wittrock. 

ED KINNEY, A BROTHER-IN-LAW 
of Wittrock, and employed in the coal yard 
during the proprietor’s absence, as superin- 
tendent, had gone to Quincy, II., a few days 
before, accompanied by a detective. He 
spent his time there in drinking, and 
the detective got in with him. 
He received two telegrams on the 
second day that seemed to excite him very 
much. Thatnighthe played pool in a saloon 
with the detective. He hung his coat on the 
wall, and while out fora moment the shadow 
‘‘nipped’’ and read the telegrams.They were:

On Thursday a furnished 
room was secured over a drug store 
that commanded a view of Wittrock’s 
house. The shadow was put in this 
room because the weather was so cold he 
would attract attention on the street. Robert 
Pinkerton himself remained in the room all 
day Thursday and until Friday morning. 
He ,then went to the agency and 
got two of the most powerful 
operatives. They saw Kinney go into the 
house. « Presently he came out and crossed 
the street to an alley in the rear ot the coal 
yard from which he presently emergea accom- 
panied by Thomas Weaver. He remained in 
the house half an hour, then came out alone 
and walked away quickly. Ten minutes later 
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When Kinney was taken into a back room to 
be searched, Witttock said: Don't give up 
that money; {tie mine. These men are rob- 
bing us. At thie Kinney made resistance, 
but was choked into submission. 

The house was udt searched until Weaver 
was captured. A watch was set for him and 
about 1 o’cloek he was seen to leave his home. 
He went to the Wittrock coal yard and there 
the detectives followed him. He was 
quickly arrested and  troned. Mrs. 
Wittrock saw the struggle from a window of 
the house whieh overlooks the coal yard, and 
as soon as Weaver had been sent away Robert 
Pinkerton went with Constable Ed Wallace 
into the house to search it.

Altogether $1,900 
was gotten out of that skirt. The 
Wittrock woman had also given her 
female friend a diamond ring, and the stone 
was identified as on? taken from the express 
car the night of th@ robbery.

Oscar Cook acted only as an accomplice 
after the robbery, it is now understood. He 
mailed the Cummings letters and was 
charged with some other portions of the work.

When REGINALD FRONT DE Baur and 
WILLIAM DE La Marck, the Boar of Ar- 
dennes, sent their armed retainers out to 
seize wayfaring Jews or other rich prizes 
and incarcerated such captives in their 
castle vaults and dungeons, there to be 
kept and tortured till they had paid 
roundly for freedom, such outrages were 
only abuses of the recognized authority of 
the perpetrators. Nor can we question 
the lawfulness of the old Star Chamber 
trials and judgments that are so abhor- 
rent to modern ideas of justice. All these 
things were incident to very imperfect 
social organizations and systems of gov- 
ernment that have been superseded long 
ago by others more in accord with mod- 
ern freedom and enlightenment. 

Yet frequent accounts of PINKERTON’s 
proceedings read as if he wields a sort of 
baronial power in this country, and that 
heand his men can arrest, imprison or 
transport in handcuffs from State to State 
any person whom they may choose or pre- 
tend to suspect of crime. It seems that they 
have their own private prisons, called “pri- 
vate hold-overs,”’sgmething like the slave 
pens’? of old ‘‘nigger traders,” and can 
detain anybody therein at their mercy as 
long as they choose, without commit- 
ment, until they choose to surrender their 
prisoner to the officers of the law. 

Whom are these officers serving when 
they permit such things to be done! By 
what statute of Illinois is PINKERTON au- 
thorized to operate his private prison in 
Chicago in utter disregard of all citizen 
rights guaranteed from Magna Charta 
down to the latest State Constitution? 
Have the long-established safe-guards of 
personal liberty and justice so manacled 
the officers of the law in Illinois that she 
has been compelled to confer extraordi- 
nary power upon a professional vigilance 
committee for the protection of society?

PURITAN AND CAVALIER. 

Mr. Grapy’s good-humored allusion to 
the exclusion of the Cavalier from 
the subjects discussed at the New 
England dinners,reminds us that ours isa 
composite civilization, built up of diverse 
materials and drawing its vital aliment 
from several sources. 

No single one of the original thirteen 
Colonies can claim that its peculiar idea“ 
preponderates in the national life. In 
fact, none of the Colonial ideas suit the 
changed conditions of later times. There 
clung to the early Cavalier the flavor- 
ing of English aristocratio life that 
tended to foster an unrepublican view of 
the social economy. The early Puritan, 
after finding religious freedom for him- 
self, proceeded to withhold it from his 
neighbor, while his transgressions were 
magnified by the persecution of witches, 
Quakers and Baptists, and by the pur- 
chase of negro slaves. But it is the Puri- 
tan who has labored with the best results 
in starting the Nation on a career of ma- 
terial prosperity and in sowing the seeds 
of sturdy independence and manly self- 
help; while the Cavalier did his part in 
giving to our home life its finest grace, in 
sweetening neighborly intercourse with 
generous good humor, and in perpetuat- 
ing the kindly spirit of hospitality. 

In noting the early contributions to the 
National life and spirit, it should not be 
forgotten that the Dutchman, the Quaker 
and the Huguenotal) did their part; while 
the continuous stream of immigration 
that has been pouring into the country 
from the earliest times must be taken into 
account in analyzing the elements and 
forces that enter into the composition of 
the American Nation.

The New York Tribune, in referring to 
the recent speech of Mr. Grapy, which has 
achieved such extraordinary notoriety, 
says: “It shows how true, as well as elo- 
quent, were the words of Mr. Bias.”

THE system of tenants’ trustees ar- 
ranged under the Irish ‘‘plan of cam- 
paign” continues to give serious trouble to 
the English Government, and more vigor- 
ous measures will be used to suppress it. 
These trustees are the persons with whom 
the tenants deposit their reduced rent, 
which are paid to the landlords or their 
agents, when they agree to the reduction. 
When the landlords refuse to accept the 
reduced rent the money deposited with the 
tenants’ trustees is expended in fighting the 
landlords or in meeting the expenses of 
prosecutions instituted by the Govern- 
ment. The existing law against con- 
spiracy to defraud is now applied against 
the tenants’ trustees andall who aid or 
abet in the present scheme of resisting the 
payment of unreduced rent. Several 
members of Parliament have been ar- 
rested and numerous other arrests are ex- 
pected to follow.

Concerning the large and constant increase 
in «6the)6=6population of Germany in 
general, and that of Prussia in par- 
ticular, the Royal Prussian Statistical Bureau 
gives the foliowing figures for 1885. The total 
population on December 1, 1885, was 28,318, 458. 
The births during the year numbered 1,064,401, 
the marriages 230,707, and the deaths 716,459, 
The natural increase, therefore, was 347,542, 
and the average number of births per 1,000 of 
population 87.6, of marriages, 16.4, and of 
deaths, 25.8. These figures, high as they are, 
as compared with those of Engiand and Wales, 
show a surplus for the last named country, 
whose population was 27,499,041, with 894,270 
births, 197,743 marriages, and 522,750 deaths,

The present public schoo} educational sys- 
tem of this city contains twe highly mischiev- 
ous features, The firat is already adverted to 
—namely: the allowing of many to grow up in 
ignorance of the use of pen and book that a 
few may be taught Latin, French, German, 
geometry, algebra, musi¢, painting, to., 
which ought to be taught in private school or 
not at all. The second mischievous feature is 
that the great majority of those who are thus 
educated to the exclusion of the rest are 
spoiled for manual labor. They graduate 
from the high school with the idea that 
they know too much for the foundry or ma- 
chine shop, or the carpenter’s, or shoe- 
maker’s, or toiler’s bench, and must obtain 
employment as salesclerks, or book-keepers, 
or journalists, and that failing in that they 
are justified in loafing rather than ‘‘descend’’ 
to the level of the mechanic. Instead of be- 
ing taught the dignity of honest labor they 
really learn to despise it. 

If may safely be assumed that the education 
of one pupil in the so called higher branches 
not only lessens his willingness to be useful at 
whatever may turn up, but excludes at least 
three others from the opportunity of learning 
to read, write and cipher, without which no 
one in these days can expect to act the part of 
a good citizen. The teaching of the orna- 
mentals to three hundred means, at least in 
this city, that one or two thousand poor 
children are debarred fom the privilege of 
learning how to enjoy a >ook or newspaper, 
and thus shut out from the ability to become 
wise by a judicious course of reading during 
their leisure hours.
